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^Vietnam: (Information as of 4:30 AM EDT) 

Premier Ky is considering a new move to strengthen 
the South Vietnamese armed forces. 

He told US officials recently that he plans to appoint 
the highly regarded Minister of Revolutionary Develop- 
ment, General Nguyen Due Thang, to a key post on the 
army's Joint General Staff. In this post, Thang would be 
given the responsibility of revamping the paramilitary Re- 
gional and Popular Forces. He might also get a role in 
the control of the Military Security Service, the ai my s 
primary counterintelligence organization. 


Thang may have been actively seeking such an assign- 
ment, believing that he can make the paramilitary forces 
into more effective organizations. In his view, these 
forces should be able to contribute more to the Revolu- 
tionary Development effort. To this end, he reportedly 
would institute a program of training designed to eliminate 
many of the frictions that have developed between the var- 
ious paramilitary forces in the field. 
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Nigeria: Federal forces now appear to have con- 
tained Biafran efforts to exploit the seizure of the Mid- 
West. 

Federal troops reportedly defeated an advancing 
Biafran column on the main road to Lagos near the bor- 
der between the West and the Mid- West. The Biafrans 
are said to have suffered numerous casualties and lost 
much of their equipment. In addition, a substantial fed- 
eral force is established on the Mid-West coast, and 
other federal elements have reportedly arrived in the 
Okene area, scene of a rebel raid last week. 

An appeal by Biafra’s Ojukwu to the Yorubas in the 
West to join his fight against the federal regime--a ma- 
jor objective of his move into the Mid-West--has been 
rejected by the top Yoruba leaders. Both Chief Awolowo 
the leading civilian in the military government, and 
Western Military Governor Adebayo have urged their 
fellow Yorubas to assist in bringing the Mid- West and 
East (Biafra) back under federal jurisdiction. 

The Biafran invasion of the Mid- West has, however 
led to an upswing in tribal violence. Although the police 
in Lagos and Ibadan now appear to be in control, numer- 
ous anti- Ibo incidents have occurred. In addition, Bia- 
fran troops in the Mid- West have reportedly killed a 
numbe r of Hausas there.

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Sierra Leone : Tensions within the five- month-old 
military regime are again on the rise. 

Brigadier Juxon- Smith, the erratic chairman of the 
ruling National Reformation Council, has further strained 
his relations with other junta members by trying to usurp 
additional power. He has brought matters to a head by 
unilaterally canceling Sierra Leone’s request to the UK 
for a military training team to replace the one now there. 
He has also reversed a council decision to release from 
prison two cronies of former prime minister Margai. 

There are rumors that one of the important army 
members of the junta is actively plotting Juxon- Smith’s 
overthrow. Juxon- Smith, despite his lack of a real 
power base, has managed to outmaneuver his opponents 
thus far and may well survive the present crisis. 

Although most council members dislike Juxon- Smith, 
they have been hesitant to move against him, partly be- 
cause of tribal factionalism among themselves and partly 
for fear that further instability would seriousl y exacerbate 
the country's re gional and tribal differences. I
